The parents of SM children now in private schools 
will consider enrolling them in Bristol Township pub­ 
lic schools lf the proposed $7,057,427 school budget Is 
adopted by the school board tomorrow night. 


The budget, as it stands now, 
calls for a raise in real estate 
taxes from 71 to 74 mills, an in­ 
crease of about $9 yearly to the 
average homeowner. 
Members of the recently formed 
Private Schools Parents Associa­ 
tion attended the public hearing 
of the school board at the Ben­ 
jamin Franklin J u n i o r High 
School to appeal against the budg­ 
et. 
John Watson, a member of the 
group, read a letter addressed to 
the school board which urged the 
board “to consider seriously the 
impact of any increased expen­ 
ditures on this already heavily 
burdened community before final 
adoption of the proposed budget 
for the year 196344." 
He pointed out that the public 
schools in Bristol Township edu­ 
cated only 60 per cent of tbs chil­ 
dren, while the remaining 40 per 
cent went to private sehoou 
‘Crtttcal Needs Igaered* 
"In promoting the HmM ob­ 
jective in aiding the education 
OO per amt of the school 
dren, the critical needs of 
children In Bristol Township have 
been ignored,” Watson said 
He said that private schools re­ 
lieved the public school system of 
about $4,009,000. But the increase 
of taxes "must cause increasing 
numbers to transfer their chil­ 
dren to the state school 
hope that this number will be 
small ignores financial facts 
the current contrasts in avail­ 
able services which today tempt 
many parents to abandon pri­ 
vate education," said Watson.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy said to­ 
day that if Congress

As it happens, Vienna is being 
thoroughly drenched by rain, the 
operas and concerts have been 
sold out for weeks, and the best 
a group of us editors from Amer­ 
ica could do was to drum up 
tickets for the Sunday show at 
the world-famous Spanish Riding 
Academy. 


I approached this exhilarating 
project 
with some skepticism. 
The only horses 
I have ever 
seen were at Garden State, Sara­ 
toga and Pimlico. There were 
certain fees for these shows that 
discouraged me from becoming a 
member of the horsey set. 


The Riding Academy exhibition 
partly remedied my chronic dis­ 
illusionment. 
' 


Since I don’t know horses, I 
can’t very well properly explain 
this two-hour bit of divertisse­ 
ment. All I can authentically say 
is that the Spanish riding school 
is located in a city-block monu­ 
ment to horses, is the oldest of 
its kind in the world and, in fact, 
the only one left to cherish the 
classical tradition of horseman­ 
ship in its purest form. 


To give you an idea of how well 
they like Spanish horses in Vien­ 
na, the school started back in 
1565. The riding hall which fur­ 
nishes the frame for classical 
equestrianism even today was 
built in 1729 by order of Emperor 


Charles VI, himself quite a hand 
with the saddle. I’d say all of 
this is quite impressive. 
I also learned something else 
from the show. You just never 
know what hair-raising exper­ 
iences you’re going to have when 
you come to Vienna.

I’ve just returned from a journal­ 
istic conference with Austria’s 
foreign minister, Dr. 
B r u n o 
Kreyski. an old friend of the late 
John Foster Dulles, and a highly 
able and respected member of 
the global family of foreign min­ 
isters who gave us a quickie run­ 
down on Austria’s internal and in­ 
ternational political affairs. 
The nation is a socialistic one 
with the Socialist party dominat­ 
ing the show, although at the mo­ 
ment a political crisis is brewing 
because of the disenchantment of 
the conservative wing as well as 
renewed ambitions of the Haps- 
burg clan which was a rather in­ 
fluential outfit before Adolf Hit­ 
ler occupied the country in 1938 
and made it part of Germany. 
In this latter connection, Aus­ 
tria was liberated by the Allies 
in 1945 and regained its inde­ 
pendence by treaty in 1955 af­ 
ter 17 years of occupation delayed 
by tactics of the Soviet Union. 


Austria is a free socialistic 
democracy. It is a non-committed 
nation and, Dr. Kreyski explain­ 
ed, its neutrality is a matter 
of national security. To its north­ 
east is Czechoslovakia, and to its 
east and southeast is Hungary, 
two of the most subservient of 
the Kremlin satellites. 
It is entirely oriented to the 
West, with 
which most of its 
trading is done, and has no obli­ 
gation to Russia. 
Communism 
here, 
incidentally, 
doesn’t 
cut 
much of a figure. The Red party 
membership 
represents 
o n l y 
three per cent of the electorate.

Total enrollment in public schools 
will increase by 753, from 11,872 
to 12,625, he said, making it nec­ 
essary to use substandard class­ 
room 
at both the elementary 
and secondary levels to cope with 
the extra pupils. 
Educational cost of each ele­ 
mentary pupil has gone up from 
$583.66 in 1962-63 to 608.84 in the 
1963-64 budget, and for secondary 
pupils has risen from $482.89 to 
$494.53, Martin said. 
The budget shows an increase 
of $637,397.83 over last year’s fig­ 
ure. 
The greatest increase in the 
budget is taken up by instruction 
costs, 
including 
teaeehrs' 
sal­ 
aries. The total in the 1963-64 
budget is $3,962,596.45, compared 
with $3,542,540.88 for last year. 
Part of this is due to an increase 
in teaching personnel, and part to 
increased salaries. 
Other big increases come in 
p u p i l transportation services, 
which rise from $137,753 in 1962- 
63 to $230,970 in the 1963-64 budg­ 
et. 
There are also rises in costs 
of administration, operation of 
plant, maintenance of plant, fixed 
charges, student body activities, 
and capital outlay. 
The board was given a 24- 
hour grilling by members (rf the 
public. Their hopes that the ris­ 
ing millage rate was slackening 
off received little encouragement 
from McGrath, who in answer to 
a question about next year’s tax 
rate said that it would probably 
go up "by six or seven mills.” 
Hess drew a round of applause

budget This year it was not so.

An appeal was made today for 
full cooperation by Falls Town­ 
ship residents In allowing aewer 
line connections to be made at 
their homes. 
Richard J. Day, chairman of 
the Falls Sewer Authority, said 
this morning that the law says all 
residents mud connect in this 
aewer extension area. 
“Some people have been giving 
the plumbing inspector a hard 
time,” he said, “and haven’t co­ 
operated. or they have postponed 
sewer connections.” 
Deadline Aug. 17 
Day warned residents that all 
connections in this sewer exten­ 
sion area must by law be made 
by August 17, the final deadline. 
He encouraged residents to go 
ahead and connect now. 
The extension area where sew­ 
er lines were recently installed in 
Falls 
includes 
P e n n s b u r y 
Heights. Yardley Farms. Falls 
Park. Fallsington, Makefield Vil­ 
lage. Penn Village. Burgess Man­ 
or and Taylor tract. 
Day said that the authority has 


previously stated that anyone 
under contract at the time when 
connection is required would not 
b« penalised. He said that it 
should be understood that if the 
plumbing contractor with whom 
they are under contract has ap­ 
proached the owner and is ready 
to make connection, and the 
homeowner 
refuses, 
then 
the 
authority will not hold this as 
a valid excuse Bot not connect­ 
ing. 
“The law says they have to,” 
he added.

The Magic Puff? 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - An 
integration group continued sit-ins 
at two city administration offices 
today in their protest against al­ 
leged discrimination in hiring for 
city construction projects despite 
an appeal by Negro attorneys 
that they leave the buildings. 
The attorneys filed a taxpayers 
suit Tuesday asking cancellation 
of city contracts where three con­ 
tractors, accused of racial dis­ 
crimination in hiring, are at 
work. A hearing was set for noon 
today. 
Similarly, a report of city 
personnel investigating the al­ 
leged discrimination was expect­ 
ed today. 
The demonstrators of the Con­ 
fess of Racial Equality (CORE) 
moved into the city hail reception 
room of Managing Director Fred 
Corleto, Kid the conference room 
of the city’s Human Relation 
Commission in the hall annex 
Monday. 
They slept in both Monday and 
Tuesday nights, and announced 
they would conduct a hunger 
strike after city officials declined 
to let food be taken into the 
rooms Monday night. Seven dem­ 
onstrators were in Corleto’s office 
and 18 ta the commission room 
Mrs. Sadie T. M. Alexander. 
Negro chairman of the commis­ 
sion, said “As far ag I’m con­ 
cerned they can go ahead and sit, 
and I think I speak for the com­ 
mission. We’re not going to have 
a Birmingham here.” 


Approval for construction of the 
second s e c t i o n of Sweetbrier 
Apartments was granted l a s t 
night by the Falls Township 
Board of Supervisors. Approval 
automatically covered the pro­ 
posed swim chib for the units. 
The planning commission last 
week withheld its approval of the 
swimming pool because the build­ 
ers intended to charge users. 
Commission members felt this 
was a commercial use and not 
permitted by the garden apart­ 
ments zoning code. 
The supervisors granted approv 
a1 when the builder, Morris Gross, 
said he would provide an addi­ 
tional 2.3 acres of ground for rec­ 
reation, thus complying with the 
ordinance’s 
specifications con­ 
cerning recreational facilities. 
Second Section 
The second section will contain 
approximately HO units, making 
about 250 units all told. 
The pool and pool facilities will 
be available this year to residents 
of the apartments and Pennsbury 
Heights for a charge of 880 per 
person. Next year, usage will be 
restricted to Sweetbrier occu­ 
pants only. 
The pool will have its grand 
opening Friday at IO a.m. 
The land is adjacent to the 
Sweetbrier Apartments and op­ 
posite Pennsbury Heights. 
Prior to the public hearing, 
Berkes read a letter from the 
township 
planning 
commission 
recommending that the zoning 
change not be granted. The com 
mission cited lack of adequate in­ 
formation about Sweetbriers im 
pact on the community for its 
decision. 
Pilot Unit 
According to the letter, the 
Sweetbrier apartment project was 
supposed to serve as a pilot unit 
for the township. A complete study 
of its effect on the area was nee 
essary before approval for addi­ 
tional apartments could be grant­ 
ed, the letter said, and the study 
was not yet completed. 
The study would encompass 
number of residents, school-age 
children, occupations of residents, 
amount of taxes, and so on. 
When debate began, the chair­ 
man of the commission. Richard 
Vogel, challenged the decision of 
his colleagues. He had abstained 
from voting because he is the 
architect for the proposed proj­ 
ect. 
Raps Study Delay 
He claimed the commission 
members could have completed 
the study and “they would have 
made a better decision. Their de­ 
cision does not 
reflect sound 
thinking,” he said. 


Vogel claimed the proposed 
units would “far surpass Sweet- 
briar in design and construction.” 
He said preliminary plans indi­ 
cated trees would be retained 
and a fountain might be built. 
As expected, the major opposi­ 
tion to the apartments came from 
the Pennsbury Heights Civic As­ 
sociation, represented by its pres­ 
ident, Harold Fuchs. He wanted 
the developers to submit compre­ 
hensive plans to the association 
before being granted the zoning 
change. 
Should Come First 
Croft claimed that was “putting 
the cart before the horse.” He 
said the zoning change should 
come first, then the plans would 
be drawn up. When pressed by 
Fuchs for details, Croft declined 
to specify how many units would 
be built or any other information 
Referring to the G-A ordinance 
im 
laws.” 


Fuchs countered by saying the 
association is “categorically op­ 
posed to any change at this time. 
We feel there have already been 
too many changes downgrading 
areas from residential to other 
designations.” 
When F u c h s challenged the 
township’s 
right to constantly 
change the zoning, Berkes said. 
zoning laws are dynamic and 
always change with the times.” 
Verbal Exchanges

and Croft.
